Hot little business was transacted in the State 
Sepate yesterday, an early adjournment taking 
place in consequence of a death in the family of 
one of the Senators. In the Assembly several 
Ville were introduced, and others previously intro- 
duced noted upon. ‘The concurrent resolatioa of 
the Senate relative to the Virginia propositions, 
transmitted by the Governor to the Leglslatare a 
few days «ince, wos adopted. A preamble and 
resolution were unsnimously adopted requesting 
the Governor to invite Mr. Lincoln, on his way to 
Washington, to pass through this State, and to 
tendor (o him the hospitalities of the people and 
their official representatives. In Committee of 
the Whole the bill to provide for increasing the 
eMficiency of the State militia was considered and 
progress reported. Among the bills of local bear- 
ing Introduced was one authorizing the appoint- 
ment, by the Boards of Supervisora of the counties 
of New York and Kinga, of four Ferry Commis- 
sioners, who xball have entire control of the fer- 
ries between Now York and Brooklyn. 

‘The European mails by the steamship Ningara, 
which arrived at Boston carly yesterday morning, 
reached this city Inst evening. The main points 
of the newa by this arrival were received by tele- 
graph from Halifax, and have already been given, 
bat the reception of our files, which are to the 
12th Inst., enables us to give thls morning some 
details of general interest. 

The Paris Monifewr states that the negotiations 
for an armistice at Gaeta remain without result, 
‘and the impression seems to be shat the Preach 
fleet would not be withdrawn, The Russian or- 
gans continue to deny that Russia will protect 
Gavta in tho event of the withdrawal of the French 
fleet, 

We pnblich this morning some Interesting ar- 
icles from the English press upon American 
affairs, 

‘Tho weathor continued very cold in England and 
, erent dainess prevailed in most of tho large cities 
ond monvfacturing districts. 

Tntelligonce from Jeddo announces the fact of 
the arrival at that city, on the 10th of November, 
of the Ningara with the Japanose Ewbossy on 
board, onc hundred and thirty-two days from Now 
York, including thirty days stoppages at tho dif- 
ferents ports on the way, 

A body of German republicans have banded 
themselves together as Union Voluntecra. At a 
meeting Leld op Friday evening at the Bteuben 
Houso, the association resolved itself into four di- 
visions, each to be under a definite commander. 
When the number is sufficient, a list of the 
vames enrolled isto be presented to Governor 
Morgan of this State, 

The official returns of the visiters to the Central 
Park yesterday worc:—Pedestrinns, 10,000—ono- 
fourth boys and five Lundred females; equestri- 
ans, 30; wheol vehicles, 900, and sleighs, 750. 
The pond had been partially cleaned on Friday, 
but from all appearances had better have been 
loft entirely alone, as the condition of the 
ice is worse than ever it had been before, 

A heavy snow storm set in at threo o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and stopped all enjoyment 
of skating, although it did not drive away the vi- 
siters, especially the Indies. Mr. J. J. Smith, of 
Grond street, was thrown down by a carolesa 
swift skater, While skating near the Terraco, and 
had the two bones of his right leg broken fmmicdi- 
ately above the ankle. The sufferer was taken into 
Waterman's tent, and bad evory kindness shown 
him by the proprietor. Mons. Duffeie, a Fronch 
army surgeon studying English in this city, being 
present, temporarily sct the limb gratuitously. 
There will be—weather permitting—good sleigh- 
ing to-day, and to-morrow the ice will be lit up. 

Tho sales of cotton yesterday embraced about 3,000 
bales, about 1,200 of which wero cold in transit. Tbo 
market was frm, at, 124¢. for middling uplands. Flour 


sized upon the United States barracks situated

Cassius M. Clay, of Kentucky, last evening 
@elivered on oddress in Washington on tho 
present crisis of the nation, Notwithstand- 
ing the stormy condition of the weathor tho 
assemblage was Jorge and onthusiastic, and 
the andience included many ladies, as also 
eeveral Senotors ond representatives, aud various 
Gistinguished persone, Mr. Clay donied the right 
of secession, and said that, should the issue arise 
D3 to which the eftizen’e first allegiance was duo— 
the Stote or the national goverament—fow 
men would find difioulty in dociding that his 
first fealty shonld be given to tho latter. 
He enld the South was infatuated not to sco 
that her defeat was in the nature of things, and 
that she was warring against fate and against that 
@ictom which said that in the sweat of his brow 
pliall mon eat his bread. Still, though ho stood 
by the republican party, and was unwilling to 
ubste or compromise a single principle of the 
Chicago platform, he yet conceived that 
it was possible for the party, without 
in the least stultifying themselves, to 
grant something to the South for the sake of con- 
cilistion. Ife advocated the mensure introduced 
in Congross by Mr. Adams, of Massachusotts, ad- 
mitting into the Union as o State, with slavery, 
nll the territory sonth of the Missouri Compro- 
mise line where slavery already exists 
by local law. His speech was quite 
Jengthy, and he was repeatedly applauded. After 
Mr. Clay had conchided, Mr. Adams, member of 
Congress from Kentucky, addressed the audienco, 
Appealing to the republicans to do something, and 
Sdmouishing them that if they meant to do any- 
thing they shonld do itnow, But let what would 
come, even if it was ciyil war, with all its calami- 
ies, bo declared himself dotermined to stand by 
the Union.

The Position of Canada in the Putare 
Northern Confederation. 

The period has manifestly arrived, for 
our brethren in the British provinces of 
North America, and especially in Eastern 
and Western Canada, to be up and stir- 
ing, in view of the contagion of revolution 
which is rapidly spreading over the continent. 
‘The mad efforts of fanatics at the North, and 
the reactionary movement of extremists at the 
South, have been crowned with suecess, and 
the hard, undeniable fact lies before the world, 
that the two sections of the country will bo 
compelled, hereafter to work out their respec- 
tive destinies separately. The constitution 
which was framed to meet the wants of thir 
teen sparsely settled colonies, is declared to be 
insufficient for the requirements of thirty-three 
States, with their prodigious background of 
uninhabited territory, and the exigencies of 
national economy and growth are believed to 
involve the necessity of change. The South 
looks with eager eyes towards Mexico, Central 
America, Venezuela and Cuba, out of which, 
with the fifteen existing slaveholding States, 
to found an empire that chall extend from the 
Orinoco to Mason and Dixon’s line, have its 
capital in New Orleans, and in the midst of 
which the Gulf of Mexico will form an inland 
sea, It cannot effect these ends, so long as the 
Union remains as it is. On the other hand, our 
Sewards, Summers and Hales, gee in the 
expanse between the great lakes and the 
Aretic Ocean, materials out of which nature 
has called for the establishment of scores of 
free States, which will spring into being and 
become prosperous and flourishing, so soon ns 
they are regrafted on the tree to which thoy 
belong. Under these circumstances, it is not 
surprising that a perceptible leaven of agitation 
is visible in tho British territory, and it is the 
duty as well as for the interest of Canada, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, to take a speedy 
initiative in the movement of separating them- 


buildings, ond whether any officers of the city or 
federal government are members thereof. Somo 
debate ensued, but the resolution was finally 
adopted. Resolutions adopted by the Legislature 
of Tennessee, in reaponce to those recently passed 
by the Legidlature of Now York, were presented, 
‘They state that when New York sends a military 
force to the South for purposes of coercion, the 
People of Tennessee will unite with the South to 
resist them at all hazards. A message was received 
from the President, vetoing the biil for tho relief 
of Hackaday & Leggitt, contractors with the 
overament daring the Mormon rebellion, Upon 
Taking thequestion on the passage of tho bill, the 
Presideat’s action was austainod by a yoto of 
€lghty-one against sixty-seven, Tho debate on 
the report of the Committeo of Thirty-three was 
then resumed, and Mr. Clark, of Missouri; Mr. 
Gilmer, of North Carolina, and tir. Alley, of Massa- 
chusetts, made speeches on tho condition of pub- 
Uc aifirs. Mr. Gilmer argued that the restoration 
Of the Missouri Compromise line would restore 
Veace to the country, and charged that the hostile 
fecling of the South to the North was maloly 
clargeable to the persistent misrepresentations of 


selves from the mother country, and constitut- 
ing themselves a part of the Northern United 
States. The South which has, heretofore op- 
posed the annexation of free territory will have 
no object in doing eo any longer. 

It is in the nature of things that the fever 
which rages in the veins of the American peo- 
ple, should spread before long across our 
northern boundary, and lead to results there 
similar to those that have been witnessed here. 
Loss of respect for the rights of property would 
appear to be but a corollary of the movement 
that convulses our Union. Alabama, Mississippi, 
Florida, Georgia, Virginia and Lonistana, have 
emolated the example of South Carolina, and 
laid hands upon the possessions of the federal 
government, without a thought that their acts 
may, at Some future period, be reprobated. 
‘Thoy haye broken the links that bind them to 
the confederation; seized upon Forts Moultrie, 
Pinckney, Pulaski, Morgan, and the defences 
of the Balize and Pensacola; pluadered United 
States arsenals; occupied post offices and cus- 


tom houses, and taken the public money in 
Sub-Treasuries, as though such acts of violence 
and confiscation were s part and parcel of the 
spirit of the age and perfectly justifia- 
ble. Our police, even in the city of New York, 
in order that the North may not be bebindband 
with the South, steal muskets, powder, and 
other legitimate merchandise, and under the 
absurd plea that they sre “contraband of war,” 
when no condition of war is recognized by the 
government at Washington, invade ships and 
stenmera, and resort to many other illegal and 
unjustifiable acts. Such demoralization, South 
and North, cannot fail to hove ita effect upon 
the neighboring subjects of Queen Victoria; 
‘nd, while they may, some of them, deprecate 
the unscrupulous means that are resorted (o by 
some of us, it {s impossible that thoy should 
notend by following in our footsteps. Tho 
progress of the age, demands that they shonld 
throw off a foreign yoke. The spirit that ani- 
mates Selavonic, Italian and German popula- 
tions to aruggle for national autonomy, is not 
wanting on the Western continent. Our own 
patriots are resolved that Halifax, Quobeo, 
Montreal and Toronto, shall receive the impe- 
tus republican institutions alone can give, 
which is all that is required to make them the 
rivals of New York, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
and it behooves the people of the provinces of 
which those cities are centres to organize at 
once to effect so desirable an end. 

Not many years will clapse before not 
only the whole of the British possessions 
of North America, but also the north- 
weatera portion of the continont owned 
by Russia, will bo incladed in the great non- 
slavebolding republic, which will rival in 
grandeur the empire which will be carved out 
by the hands of Southern enterprise and ener- 
gy. Tho advantages to ourselves and to the 
world of such an allerntion of the map of the 


continent, are apparent. Canada which has no 
navy, bnt a limited commercial feet, nud which 
is rostralned in its developement by want of in- 


dependence, will become the centre of one of 


the greategt marine powers on carth. Its popu- 

lotion will be quadrupled in thirty years; its 
manufactories will vie with those of England; 
and an incaloulable impetus will be given to 
agriculture by intimate relations with our corn 
growing States. The Canadian people, instead 
of revolving with a dimmed lustre, around a 
distant centre, will derive thei: glory and re- 
nown from themselves alone, while they con- 
tribute to extend the influence of a mighty 
Power, over which they will havo a controlling 
voice, to the remotest bounds of the globe. 

It can scarcely be questioned that England, 
with the teachings of her own greatest states- 
men before her; the precepts to guide hor 
which she has given to other natlons; and the 
increased wisdom and enlightenment of 
the century in which we live, will 
rejoice in permitting Canada, Nova Scotia, 
and New Brunswick, to seclde in peace. The 
loss of the thirteen colonies to the Crown, has 
done more to augment the national wealth of 
Great Britain, than any event of the past cen- 
tury. Her trade with the United States, since 
the peace of 1782, has received an extension, 
which would have been deemed the wildest 
hallucination of a crazied brain, bad it been 
then foretold. The loss of this republic as a 
market, would hurry her into bankruptcy, and 
be tho signal for ber political as well ax com- 
MICTENAE WUT ALS keer weep pect ws a 
advance, is an advantage to the mother coun- 
try, and what injures us reacts unhealthily 
there. Equally beneficial for her would prove 
the loss of Canada. The population of three 
millions in Canada, will bave become, like 
ours, thirty millions in half a century, and ber 
imports from Great Britain, which, in 1860, 
amounted to buta fraction over cighteea mil- 
lions, will be nearer two hundred millions, 
within the same period. Itis, therefore, for 
tho interest of the British government that her 
North American provinces should become free, 
and part of the vast republic, which nature de- 
orees sball rule on this continent, Its fortresses 
and the crown property should be ceded for 
what they are worth, and the people be per- 
witted to Jaunch, unmolested, into the new sea 
of cnterprise towards which destiny calls 
them. 

Should Great Britain madly persist in the en- 
deayor to relgin possession of her provinces by 
force of arms, we have the memory of two suc- 
cessful wars, under circumstances far more dis- 
couraging than any by which the country is sur- 
rounded now, to inspire us with knowledge what 
course we should pursue, With so just a cause, 
and #0 grand an end to attain, neither Canada 
nor the Northern States would shrink from a 
conflict. It would be forced upon us by sui- 
eidal pride, and would inevitably terminate in- 
gloriously to arms which, excepting when ar- 
reyed against usin unnatural and-tyrannical 
strife are ever prosperous, The people of the 
North are bonnd to the kindred race from 
which they descend, by a thousand ties; but 
while desiring her prosperity, our first duty is 
to guard our own rights and the fruition of our 
own freedom. Let the Canadian people begin 
atonce therefore to make the arrangements 
which the time calls for, Her present ties we 
trust can be sundered amicably, but, in any 
caze, they must be sundered. 


Reriarox is New Youx.—In another column 
will be found an interesting article on the reli- 
gious statistics of the metropolis. It would ap- 
peor from ifs statements that the accommoda- 
tion afforded by the churches docs not keep 
pace with the growth of the population, In 
1850 the number of churches was 214, the num- 
ber of seats 219,098, und the total value of 
eburch property $9,098,700. In 1860 the 
churches had only increased to 253, the seats 
to 253,133, and the aggregate value of church 
property to $11,818,400. Taking the popula- 
tion of the metropolis in 1850 at 515,547, a3 es- 
tablished by the census, and in 1860 at 814,254, 
itis cateulated that in the former year about 
forty-one por cent could be seated in our 
cburebes at one time, whilst in the latter only 
thirty-one per cent could be thus accommodat- 
ed. There is now an average of 1,219 people 
to each church, against 2,409 in 1850. It also 
ppears that church edifices in New York are 
far more costly, compared to the extent of the 
eecommodation afforded, than in avy of the oth- 
er large cities of the Union. This would show 
that while ostentatious pioty is on the increase, 
true religion is on the decline. When pews in 
the churches of fashionablo preachers bring 
Premiums of from ono to five hundred per cent, 
it is not likely that the accommodation of the 
poor will meet with much attention. As a con- 
Sequence We are not curprised to find that the 
frew love and socialist denominations—for they, 
too, have their religious organizations—are 
thriving under this indifference to their wants. 


Christianity and Revo

A few days ago wo published a very interest- 
ing narrative of an interview between the Rev. 
J.J. Roberta, an American Protestant mission- 
ary now in China, and Chung-Wang, the mili- 
tary chief, or the “Faithful King,” as he is 
styled, of the Tae-Ping insurgents, as also a 
curious letter from that revolutionary leader 
to Lord Elgin, the British Plenipotentiary, 
which throws considerable light upon the sub- 
ject of the beliefs and aspirations of his fol- 
lowers. The interview took place at Soo-Chow, 
on the 22d of September last, and was conducted 
with the pomp and ceremony befitting 0 ex- 
alted a personage, 

It was Saturday, and the Sabbath of tho re- 

bels, who follow the Jews instead of the Chris- 
tians, it wonld appear, in this matter. How- 
ever, the observance of every sovonth day is in 
itselfeignificant. The missionary was conducted 
to the palace by “the King’s Sooretary,”’ who 
informed him by the way that the Tao-Ping 
army now included moro than a hundred thou- 
sand men. On thelr arrival they were salutod 
with a beat of gongs, and ushered into the re- 
ception room, whero the King was seated, 
with bis crown and royal robes on. Tho 
Secretary knelt down on the crimson 
corpet before him; but, says Mr. Roborts, 
“I simply pulled off my bat, and made obei- 
sance as I would have done to our President.” 
‘The Secretary-rose from hia knees, and the mis- 
sionary was invited to sit down, upon which 
the mighty Ohung-Wang opened a conversa- 
tion that lasted for more than two hours, the 
Secretary meanwhile acting as interpreter. A 
Chinese is long and formal in tho chain of com- 
pliments which he tendera to his friend when- 
ever they meet, and there was no exception to 
the role in the case betore us; so that, 08 the 
compliments were presented in the first in- 
atance, the interview was neatly half over bo- 
fore they came to business. Then the rebel 
cbief complained of the injustice of foreigners 
in cbarging him and hia party with tho ovil 
practices and wicked conduct of robbers in 
no wise connected with the Tae-Ping army. 
He was very anxious to know whether the Eng- 
lish and French intended to maintain strict 
neutrality; and when Mr. Roberts hinted at the 
possibility of the Allies attacking tho 
revolutionisis, the expression of Chung. 
Wang’s, face grew very scrious indeed, 
and he spoke of the imperialists being 
Idolaters, and declared himself and his 
followers to be of the same religion os 
the foreigners, at the same time remarking how 
inconsistent it would be for Christians to fight 
against each other, and asking if there were any 
means by which he could address the Powers 
concerned upon the subject, and plead the 
merits of his ease, The missionary suggested his 
writing « letter to Lord Elgin, which be offered 
to translate and publish. ‘This idea wos enger- 
ly seized upon by the chief, and agreed to; and, 
says Mr, Roberts, “after making some remarks 
on commerce, he invited me to worship God 
and dine with him, both of which I aid with 
pleasure, and then we shook hands and parted 
for the day.” This appears to have been a satia- 
factory termination of the meeting, of which we 
could bave wished for a more copious account 
thon Mr. Roberts bas supplied. 

The letter to Lord Elgin resulting from this 
interview commences like a royal proclama- 

——— nn 
‘ond Commander in-Chief of the imperial forces 
of the Tae-Ping Teen Kok dynasty, to the 
British Plenipotentiary, greeting’? After 
qaking allusion to the faith which, he hears, 
hos been promulgated for more than eighteon 
hundred and sixty years in the West, 
and the origin of which “wonderful doc- 
trine” he supposes is familiar to the 
Western nations, he says:—"Our true 
and holy Lord, Teen-Wang, in the year 1848, 


was received by a heavenly messenger into 


Heaven, and himself had an interview with the 
Heavenly Father and Heavenly Elder Brother, 
and thence obiained a commission to circulate 
the true doctrine for the regulation of the whole 
country.” Teen-Wang, who appears to be a 
sort of Mahommed among the Toc-Pings, is 
stated soon afterwards to baye made his ap- 
pearance at Kwangsel, whence he travelled to 
Nonkin.and preached the “heavenly” system 
of religion—the spurious Christianity which 
these insurgents profess—also cut blocks and 
printed the Scriptures, Chung-Wang assures: 
us that the same system and principles of wor- 
ship are inyolyed in the doctrine of Teen-Wang 
as prevail among ourselves. In the next een- 
tence Le says:—"When I consider that for thou- 
sands of years our people bad not obtained 
this doctrine, it is to be regretted.” This men- 
tion of “thousands of years” shows, 03 might 
bo expected, that Chung-Wang is by no means 
fomiliar with the history of Christianity, and that 
when besays the Tae-Ping religion and ours are 
the same, bis assertion must be taken at a con- 
siderable discount. He says that “from 
the year 1853 the desire to become 
disciples of the Lord Jesus prevailed,” 
and all conyerts enrolled themselves 
under the Tae-Ping banner. “During this 
year,” proceeds Chung-Wang, “relying upon 
the power of Heaven, I have succeeded in cap- 
turing Soo-Chow and Hang-Chow, and should 
now be pleased that the missionaries of every 
country would come forward and make known 
the true principles of the Gospel to my people, 
at which I should rejoice beyond expression— 
desiring that those who are of the same doc- 
{rine might soon become of the same heart.” 
He prophesies that the promulgation of the 
doctrine would soon become general and the 
right way be made clear, so that ere long the 
whole of China would practise Christianity: 
Elsewhere be makes allusion to a British ship- 
of-war that “‘scemed inclined to repel” the ap- 
prosch of his troops to Sbanghae; and be asks 
why, when they worship the came God, the 
British should drive them away. He offers, ia 
the most cordial manner, to treat with the 
foreign ministers in China, and promote the in- 
lerests of commerce wherever and whenever 
he has the power. It is his mission, he informa 
Lord Elgin, to subjugate the east, west, north 
and south, and he appears sanguine of being 


able to carry this into effect. 
That these evolutionists are inspired 


more by religious than political motives 
in carrying on their . warlike — enter- 
prises, aiming at the overthrow of 
the Tartar dynasty of the Celestinl Empire, we 
have every reason to believe, and thero can be 
little doubt that the svcds of their religion 
emanated from European sources, in the per 
sons of enterprising missionaries of the Romizh 
faith, among whom the Abbe Huo stands fore- 
most, “The New Testament,” remarked the 
rebel chief, “which your people zo greatly 
prize, is that which we have ent on blocks for 


printing; and though the languages are diferent 
the meaning is identical.” These circumstances 
of religious affinity, or something almost equi- 
valent, between the insurgents and the West- 
ern nations, can hardly fail in leading to a reci- 
Procity of interest, although tho feeling in 
Europe among those who know anything of 
Chinese affairs is at the present time adverse to 
any alliance of the Western Powers with the 
insurgents, for the very reason of their pro- 
fesaing o religion claiming to be Christian, but 
in reality n hotch-potch of the most ingenious 
Chinese manufacture, in which the rovolu- 
tionista are fanatical bolievors. 

To promote the cause of these men, it 
is maintained, would be to shed the blood 
of thousands, perhaps millions of Chinese, 
victims to the wrath of the victorious 
rebels, who, to the ordinary horrors of war, 
would contribute the fiendish cruelties which 
have ever attended religious wars, arising from 
the desire to proselytize as well as to conquer, 
However, it is a mere matter of opinion whe- 
ther China is better under the present régime 
than it would be under that of the revolutionista, 
All that we know at present of them is highly 
favorable to the interests of foreigners and 
foreign trade with China, and the policy which 
they propose inaugurating is of a much less ex- 
elusive and far more liberal kind than that 
which exists (broughout the empire under the 
present dynasty. This reyolationary move- 
ment is gaining new stregth every day, and 
there is a great probability of its influence reach- 
ing the other Eastorn countrics—Japan, for in- 
stance—where the attempt at introducing the 
Christian religion, which failed in the sixteenth 
century, might be successfully revived in tho 
present one, 

We aro not advocates of tho conversion of 
people from one religion to another; but we 
cannot shut our eyes to the changes which aro 
going forward in this respeot in the far Orient. 
IL is evident that Western civilization is making 
itself powerfully felt in the East. Traditlon 
tolls us that in the beginning the tide of etvili- 
zation was from east to west. Then, with the 
rise of the old Roman empire, the stream was 
turned, but with its decline the East again re- 
sumed its sway, But now tho Western nations 
ore gradually overwhelming those of the East, 
and the tide will epeedily sweep away tho old 
landmarks of Oriental exclusiveness, and, by 
inducing on assimilation of tastes on the part 
of the people, foster our commercial relations, 
promote the welfare of all nations, and widen 
the realm of civilization. 


Peaceable Separation Better than Civil 
War. 


‘The present generation have not experiencod 
the horrors of war upon their own soil, or felt 
ils intolerable burthens, and hence flippant 
journalists at the North and at the South, and 
demagogues who desire to fish in troubled waters, 
can with impunity urge the country to take a 
leap in the dark over the fearful precipice of 
civil war—the most horrible, cruel and ex- 
hausting of all wars. 

Greeley formerly belonged to the peace sect, 
and was as much opposed to fighting as a 
Quaker, He denounced all sorts of war, even 
foreign war, and within a few weeks he anid it 
would be contrary to the principles of the De- 
claration of Independence and the doctrines of 
human liberty to prevent the peaceable secos 
ion oF He 5G= aes ini vee 
with the republican mania for coercion and 
civil war. At the time of the Mexican war the 
Tribune denounced the invasion on the part of 
the United States 13 a national sin, and en- 
dorsed the patriotic wish of Tom Corwin that 
our army gent to Mexico might be “welcomed 
with bloody hands to hospitable graves.” But, 
according to Greeley now, an army sent from 
the North to butcher our own citizens at the 
South, because they are not willing tamoly to 
submit to Northern aggreesion and injustice, 
would be doing God service; and if they 
perished they would be enrolled in heaven as 
“anoble army of martyrs,” in company with 
John Brown. 

If the instigators to war were only success- 
fulin their design, they would soon pay the 
the penulty of their wickedness to an im- 
poverished, ruined people, awakened to a senso 
of their folly. The last war with England 
prostrated the country, exhausted its resources 
and left it bankrupt. Funds were raised only 
at heavy, minous discounts, and private indi- 
Yiduals were applied to for help in the strag- 
gle. Between the disaffection of the New Eug- 
land States and the want of the sinews of war 
it was unable to carry on the contest for twelve 
months longer, and hence the government, after 
three years’ fighting, was compelled to make 
peace, If foreign war iso disastrous, what 
would be the result of a civil war, in which 
American citizens—those of fifteen sister States 
onone side, and thoze of eighteen on the otbor— 
divided only by a geographical line, should 
eut each other’s throats and carry devastation 
into each other's territory, 

‘There is only one way in which this matter 
can be settled without a disruption of the 
Union, and that is by inserting declaratory 
amendments in the constitution explaining 
those provisions which have been violated or 
evaded by the anti-slavery revolutionists of 
the Northern States. This, and this alone, will 
remore the whole question from Congress, and 
restore to the country that “domestic tran- 
quillity” for which the constitution and the 
“more perfect Union” were established. But 
if this should not be agreed to in Congress, 
then let a peaceable separation of the States 
take place, and two great confederacies be 
formed for the subjugation of the whole conti- 
nent at afuture day. Coercion might not be 
successful, and in that case the Union would 
be gone irretrievably. But if it were success- 
ful, it would be worse than useless, It could 
not make the South loyal, and the whole cha- 
racter of our institutions would be changed, 
and a military despotism take the place of free 
government. If there must be invasion of the 
South, then we submit that the cbolitionists 
‘undertake it themselves—that they all go—and 
that Phillips and Garrison, and Hale and 
Wade, and Giddings and Greeley, and Webb

‘The Commercial Prospects Before Us. 

Ato period in the commercial history of 
Now York havo the prospects of a profitable 
and fourishing trade in the approaching spring 
nd summer boen moro bright than at the pro- 
sent time, apart from the obstructions which 
the political troubles of the day interpase to 
the fulfilment of the promises which the faan- 
cial condition of affairs hold ont. Specie has 
been pouring in upon us by millions from En- 
rope and California for somo time past, until at 
tho present moment there is probably not eas 
than thirty-seven millions in gold and silver 
depositod in this city, awaiting the settlement 
of the great political questions of the day to be 
thrown into active and productive application. 

From the erises of the past few years tho 
country has beon just relieved, and New York 
is prepared now to aynil herself, as she has 
ever done, of the rejuvenated prosperity which 
blessis the land; but, unhappily, tho 
incertitude of public affairs surrounds com- 
merce with embarrassment as with a wall of 
adamant, arrests progress, and puls checks 
upon all mercantile transactions; for who will 
move in on onward direction with a futuro 
clouded as ours ist Capital finds no outlet, op- 
portunities aro lost and resources are thrown 
away, while the country balances on tho yergo 
of chaos. Could the existing political difficalty 
bo settled, tho business of this metropolis 
would experience a rovival in the coming 
spring such as it never know before, 


Now York leans upon two sections of tha 
country for its commercial prospority—the 
Weat and the South; and it has so happened in 
past times that when one ecotion failed her the 
other held good. In 1857 the financial pres- 
snre camo principally from the West. The 
loose system of credit which we had adopted, 
followed by two years of ehort crops, brought 
on tho disaster then, and the West became 
bankrupt; but the Southern trade was good, 
the cotton crof was abundant, and the South 
redeemed itself, thus staving off what other- 
wise must have been inevitable rnin {o all tho 
commercial interests of this city. 

Now tho West is recovering from the blow. 
‘The harvests of 1860 were more luxuriant than 
any which thot section of countcy has ever bo- 
fore known. The granaries are laden with abun- 
dance, and but await an outletfor their store to 
enrich tho producers, For the past two or 
three years the West has been buying compa- 
ratively little; hence her wants of all kinds of 
merchandise—dry goods, groceries, clothing, 
boots and shoes, machinery, everything, in 
short, which her people need—are very greatat 
the present timo, and Now York is the market 
to supply these wants, There is money 
enough in our banks to move the 
breadstuffs from the Weat to our Atlantic 
ports, and shipping enough here to conyey them 
to Europe, where, in view of the present |trou- 
bled aspect of affairs all over that continent, 


there is every probability of their peing 
needed. Even with the falling off in th. cot-

tion of the South generally, we still have the 
recuiperated West to rely upon. 

‘Thus it will be seen that nothing staods in 
the way of a large and prosperous trade ex- 
cept the political disaster that has been show- 
ered upon us by the fanatics and the politi 
cians. If that can be removed by the wisdom, 
conciliation and compromise which are certain 
tourise from the expression of the popular 
will, if that voice is fairly appealed to, a po- 
riod of unexampled prosperity is before the 
country, and in an especial manner before this 
greatscommercial metropolis of the mation. 
Surely it is a consummation worth striving for. 
It presents a prospect too hopeful and too bril- 
liant to be overshadowed for mere party au- 
premacy or the triumph of an abstract idea, 
which, when attained, leaves nothing in the 
future but barrenness and desolation. 


Sastrany Cosprrray op ae Crry—Tae Cree 
Ixerxeton’s Revorr—The annual report of the 
City Inspector, presented to the Board of 
Aldermen the other night, has not reoeived that 
attention from the press which its interest 
merits, It is full of facts and suggestions 
bearing upon the public health, evidently the 
rerult of careful observation and inqniry. 

In comparing the mortality of the past with 
that of previous years, Mr. Delavan states that it 
exhibits a marked decrease, when the number 
added to the population is taken into account. 
The benviest per centage of mortality has 
been amonge‘ emigrant children arriving in this 
port. ‘Tho deaths of thelatter under five years 
of age are aa two and two-thirds to five living, 
and of those under two years as three and a 
balf to five. The number of children who die 
under five years is greater than the whole mor- 
tulity between five and sixty years of age—a 
fearful fact, and whichis traceable, asMr. Dela- 
van eays, entirely to the wretched habitations 
in which parents and children are forced to 
toke up their abodo after their arrival here. 

In a city where the mean duration of bunan 
life is greater by three and one-half per cent 
than in the cities of Europe, be contends that 
it ie not possible that some means should not 
De found of diminishing this excessive mortali- 
ty amongst the latter, and he recommends as 
the most practical means of doing £0 the erec- 
tion of hospitals for the sick childreB of the 
destitute, where they can be removed from this 
fatal atmosphere of contagion and death. 

‘The failure of the Registration law op births 
and marriages, through the opposition of the 
Catholic clergy and of the medical faculty, is 
dwelt upon at some length. It {s a curious 
fact, as shown by this report, that this lav, so 


important to the interests of sanitary science, 


meets with the strongest opposition amongst 
the very class whose leading spirits have been 
most active in urging the cause of sanitary re- 
form. 

Altbough the condition of the streets bas 
undergone a marked improvement during Mr. 
Delavan’s ndministratipn of the department, it 
appears that the ajount expended for street 
cleaning during the lest twelve months bas not 
exceeded the annual expenditure of the pre- 
vious five years, This is the wore ereditahte 
from the fact that the population has Increased 
Jorgely during Qiatperiod, and that a0 increas 
cd smount of additional work hes devolved on 
the department from the Iaying out nat! paying 
of new etree and srenucs, The contract aya- 
tom. 9s applied (o street cleaning, Mr Delavan

pronounces a falluro, an opinion in which he 
will be borne out hy the voice of the public. 
Bot perhaps the moxt saliont point in the re- 
port Ls the reference to the wretched condition 
of our piers and wharves. Mr. Delavan re- 
amarks that the elty could be supplied with 
stone piors for less money thou fs required to 
Keep the present miserable woodea ones in 
xepulr, and yct thoy aro really never in repalr 
ntall. It is notorious, that altbough New York 
haa perhaps the finest water front of any city 
in the world, on both rivera the wharfage is the 
most Incomplete to be found anywhere with 
‘even less advantages—take the docks of Liver- 
pool sad London as examples. We hope his 
suggcations on this subject will be attended to. 
‘The reminder of the report is devoted to 
the condition of tho public markets; the un- 
healthy construction of tenement houses and 
of street sewera; the mischiefs resulting from 
the cale of awill milk and of poisonous drugs; 
the policy of the eubstitution of abattoirs fur 
Hanghter houees, Ko. &c. Altogether, this 
Gobument is one of the nblest and most sug- 
gestive that have as yet emanated from the City 
Jospector’s Dopartinent.

Tho indomitable Rarey gave bis rsatinee Cadicw at 
Niblo’s Garden yesteray,and bad, as sual, a very fol 
house—a eprinklicg of “scclety'" people, a gooa many 
sporting men, lols of prelty girls, and the general pablic 
fn large numbers. The “Iecture'’ was commenced at 
three o'clock, and in the manner which has already boea 
made familiar to the readora of tho Himatp, ‘‘Crulser,” 
the inevitable, was introduced; \/Cralser'’ was well, tat 
and hearty; "Cruiser" shook paws with Rarcy, carried 
things (n bis once danzerous mouth and otherwise mado 
himself generally agreeable, Tho audience was duly edl- 
fed with a view of “Cralser’e” muzzle, and “Cralser"” 
mizzled.

It will be remembered that a short time ago the United 
States forts in North Carolina wero seized and occupiod 
by Stato troops, acting without orders from tho Exceu- 
live of theState, The forts have recently been ovacnatod 
‘by tholr illegal possessors, and since that time the fol- 
lowing interesting correspondence bas passed betwegn 
Governor Bills and the Secretary of War:—

bbama, and Gen. Sim Houston, Goveruor of Texas. Gen. 
‘Houston’ letter lg written with his acknowledged ability, 
and bis views are clearly and forcibly expressed. This 
correspondencs merits, and we bate tuo doubt will ro- 
celvo, the eepeelal altettion of all who are interested {a 
the welfare of the South;— 

Aver, Toxas, Jan. 6, 1861. 
‘To His Froapacr Gov. Hocsmox— 

Drax StL come, as tho aecrodiled Commalssioner of 
the Stato of Alabama, to consult and adviso with yourself 
and the members of the Stato Legislature and of the Gon- 
¥ention of Texas as to what is best to be done to protect 
he rights, (ho loterests and tho bouor of the elayebold-

Delng now In session, and my speedy return to Alabama 
belug required, my conference ust be of necessity 7b- 
fed to yourvelf, with a request tat my communication 
to you may bo communicated to tho Legislature of Toxas 
Wleu Iteball nesemble, as Lom pleased to Iearn will bo 
at no very distant day. 

In performances of this my duty, under all surrounding 
circumstances, I bavo only simply’ to say that Alabama, 
Uhrovgh ber Legare, being tho rat to wore io) tbat 
direction, which may possibly result in the severance 
of all conbecticu with the federal government, as the ouly 
meaps of saving her eitizens from tho utter rois and 
degradation which must follow from tho administration 
of that government by a sectional und hostile maority, 
desires to ageare her tlater elaveholding States that £00 
feels that her intercsts are the same with theirs, and 
What a common destiny must bo the eamo wo 
all, That therefore, whatever may be the course 
which ebo may dtem it ft tak to col 
the davgers by which she as well as they are eurround- 
ed, rho will do so with an earncat desire that there 
muy be, in the present and in the future, an unbroken 
band of ‘brotherhood and ublen botween herself and Tex 
as, and every other slayrholding State. That abo wil 
not act with rashnces or Wooghtiessness, DUL with Ma 
lure and deliberate consideration. That sho will by al 
meais endeavor to avold the doing of any act which may. 
shake the confidence or alicnate the (rieodly feelings of 
her elster elavcholdicg States. That whaterer may bo 
the determination of ber peopto, to be aseembled {a thelr 
sovereign cbaracter In Coavention on tho 7th tnat., they 
wl etill cover themselves and thelr posterity under Ube 
folds of the old constituticn of the United States, in tte

Wis perhaps ty duty to give yor Excelicuey my tndi-
